Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the'invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 1 1 , 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rodden, Jr. 

Rodden, Jr. shows a pump body 11; discharge nozzle 17 rotatable about a 
central axis; trigger lever 14; pumping mechanism 12, 13; thgger cover 19 that rotates in 
a direction forward of the trigger lever until the frangible portions break off; protrusion 
34; tabs 26, 27; and latches 35, 36. The method follows from the apparatus and is also 
set forth throughout the reference. 

Aliowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 5-1 0, 1 2, and 1 5-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wessneret al., Grogan, Akers, Tada, Foster et al., and Sweeten 
'058 show other locking devices for trigger sprayers.
